New York, Feb. 14.—None of the 
live hundred and eighty-six men 
and women sent to Ellis Island af­ 
ter raids on extrem ists last month 
has been ordered deported, it was 
announced today. 
A contrast be­

249 undesirable Russians deported 
on the Buford has developed. 
Most of those sent-rm the Buford 
were arrested in raids Nov. 7. Their 
deportation on the Buford came 44 
days later. 
Forty-four days have 
elapsed since the January raids and 
in only 40 eases have deportation 
hearings before immigration inspec­ 
tors been complete. 
Most of those on the Buford were 
members of the union of Russian 
workers of America. 
Those arrest­ 
ed last month were accused of be 
big members of the communist par­ 
ty and two changes in methods of 
handling deportation 
cases 
have. 
been made as the result of a fed­ 
eral court decision in habeas corpus 
proceedings instituted by some ex­ 
trem ists and a modification of reg­ 
ulations by the departm ent of la­ 
bor.

Excelsior Springs, Feb. IL —Cap­ 
tain J. L. Milligan, overseas vet­ 
eran. democrat and League of Na­ 
tions advocate, was elected third 
district representative in congress 
to succeed Secretary of Commerce 
Joshua A. Alexander according to 
unofficial returns from ITS out of 
ISI precincts assembled here to­ 
night. 
Milligan won over John E. 
Frost, republican, and league op­ 
ponent. by a majority estimated at 
between 1700 and 1900. 
His elec­ 
tion was conceded earlier in the 
night by W. L. Cole, chairman of 
the state republican 
committee. 
Mr. Cole placed the victor’s ma­ 
jority at between 1700 and 1800. 
The unofficial figures, which were 
announced at republican and demo­ 
cratic headquarters 
here 
showed 
Milligan's vote to be 13,822 and 
Frost’s 11.905. 
The three missing precincts are 
located in Harrison county, and are 
republican it was stated. 
Their 
normal voting strength is about 
three hundred. 
The unofficial figures show that 
Milligan carried five of the ten 
counties in the district, Clay, Ray, 
Worth. Clinton and Gentry, 
and 
that Frost carried four, Daviess, 
Caldwell. DeKalb and Mercer. Har­ 
rison county was conceded to Frost 
late tonight by the 
democratic 
headquarters. 
Today’s vote, officials said, was 
about 5.000 less than cast in the 
district iii 1918 when Frost 
op­ 
posed Secretary Alexander for rep­ 
resentative. 
Alexander 
defeated 
Frost 3,BGS. 
Campaign managers 
attributed the slump in the total 
vote to bad roads, cold weather 
and the influenza epidemic. 
The 
third 
district 
campaign, 
which was in progress three weeks 
attracted wide interest because of 
the League of Nations issue, and 
prominent supporters and oppon­ 
ents of the covenant delivered ad­ 
dresses. 
Among the number was 
Dinted States Senator Hiram John­ 
son. who spoke in behalf of Mr. 
Frost, and Attorney General 
A. 
Mitchell Palmer, who appeared in 
the interest of Captain Milligan.

The last grand jury which was convened by Judge Sham was 
probably as representative a body of Pettis c o u n tia n s as could 
be selected. 
A little study of the names and residences of the 
personnel of the jury will show this to be true.

Every grand jury for years* back has without stint scored 
the Pettis county jail as a disgrace to the county, and iii a 
general way recommended other things that should have the 
attention of the citizens. 
But to this grand jury Judge Shuin gave urgent and ex­ 
plicit instructions that they go into the physical conditions of 
the court house and that they visit the jail and the county home, 
and to make such recommendations as they believed the tax 
payers could and would afford. The jurp before making a single 
move under the instructions of the Pettis county circuit court 
sought and had an interview with the members of the county 
court concerning the m atters that the jury were instructed to 
investigate, and at the request of the grand jury the members 
of the court went with the jury on its investigating tour, and 
during the entire time taken up with_this investigation, worked 
with the grand jury in absolute harmony, and all fifteen of these 
men say with one voice that Pettis county should have a new 
and modern jail, that the court house should have such changes 
and repairs as will save the building and at the same time give 
more room for the county's ever growing business. 
That the county should so improve the county home, that 
its helpless poor can receive the care that is due old people who 
are standing on the brink of the great divide, a fate that awaits 
each of us. 
May we pause here to say th at Pettis county never 
had a more painstaking county court than the present one. 
While the people are fortunate in having such a wonderfully 
efficient and charming caretaker at the home, as is Mrs. Hatton, 
yet we know she is badly handicapped in her work there.: 
She 
has no modern heating plant, has to use coal oil lamps for light­ 
ing, has no hospital facilities, and is so crowded that she has to 
have four or five, or posssibly more of those old folks in one ordi­ 
nary size sleeping room. The day that the home was visited by 
the court and the jury one of the inmates lay dying or a bed 
not more than six feet from the open door of a sitting room in 
which were six or eight other women. 
This arrangem ent could 
not be otherwise because it was a very cold day and Mrs. H at­ 
ton simply had to leave the connecting door open in order to get 
the heat such as she had, properly distributed. 
Suppose this fair 
keeper should become dissatisfied and conclude that it would be 
more agreeable and easier to be at tile head of some good m an’s 
home, a position she could fill with the utm ost graciousness? 
Should anything of this sort occur, or Mrs. Hatton resign for 
any other reason, then the county would be up against a “real 
proposition.” For so successful a superintendent could not be 
found in a day’s journey, so let’s hold on to a “good thing" 
while we have it. and fix her up so that she can give the ser­ 
vice that we desire, and she wants to give. 
This county court, nor the grand jury, personally or as 
officia ls, haven’t any m o n e y to throw away, nor or they tr y in g 
to fool anybody; but they feel that they are just as com petent 
to decide on these little expenditures they are asking of the 
county as any other set of men in the county. 
There are those who sa y . now that prohibition is with us. 
that there is no need of a jail. 
Old John Barleycorn was very 
responsible for many of the dwellers of our county jail, but not 
all of them. 
When a county with the intelligence and Christian spirit 
that prevails in Pettis county permits its petty law breakers, 
white or black, young or old. rich Or poor, to mingle in a common 
cage, it is certainly a reflection on our boasted intelligence and 
Christianity. 
No, we should not permit, first offender or young 
transgressors to mix indiscriminately, the idea is abhorent, and 
Pettis county citizens should forget the little cost and rise to 
the occasion aud correct the evil 
There is another view to take a good, strong county jail. 
Will it not have a restraining effect? 
Law violators tiff:! know a 
strong jail with solitary confinement awaits them will think 
a while before they subject themselves to such confinement. 
A man dosn t insure his house because he wants it to burn, 
or expects it to burn. 
The insurance is to protect him. 
leo we 
believe a good, strong jail will act as un insurance policy 
against many would he law breakers. 
A body of citizens, with Mr. L Ii Andrews at its head, have 
had made plans for beautifying the court house grounds as a 
memorial to our boys who went out to battle for mankind, and 
as a special monument to those who did not come hack, an 
imposing granite monument is to he erected; the whole court 
house square is to he raised, possibly eighteen inches; a new 
sidewalk all the way around; a granite retaining wall, with 
grass plots, flower beds. water fountains and resting places for 
tired people, the whole to cost possibly $25,000. 
("an t the tax­ 
payers afford to put up 8 4 0 ,one ii t)le citizens will actually give 
$25. iou? 
What an attraction would he added to our county and 
how people would he attracted to us if we show the aggressive 
spirit! 
Now let s he fair and generous iii these investments.

the tost won t hurt any of tis: v\n will never feel it. 
Scattered

Jefferson City, Feb. 14.—An in­ 
crease in the assessm ent of prop­ 
erty in Missouri to such an extent 
that school teachers may be paid 
a living wage and thereby relieve 
the shortage and secure for the 
children a better grade of teachers 
is urged in a report filed yesterday 
by a special committee of which C. 
A. Philips of W arrensburg is chair­ 
man and Charles H. Williams of 
Columbia is secretary. 


The report cites that the average 
salary paid teachers in the statfe is 
I $592 a year, this includes all higher 
salaried superintendents of the city 
schools of the state. 
The average 
weekly wage paid teachers in the 
grades is $12.53 a week or much 
less than is paid for the most ordi­ 
nary labor the report shows. 


The report says there is a short- 


1 age of 50,000 teachers in the coun­ 
try and that in addition to this be­ 
cause of the crying demand there 
are 20,000 
incompetent 
teachers 
now employed in the country.
